THE TOIIUS NAIL TJIVST. 


Lewis O. Bramkatrp of Cincinnati ia 


trying to break up the wire nail trust 
Ha applied to Judge Baker of.the 
United States District Court at In- 
dianapolis for an order to restrain the 
tiatt from preventing him from par- 
abasing wire nail machines. The ovi 
deuce showed that he contracted with 
the Wooley foundry for forty wire nail 
machines. 
The trust declared that he 


nor no other person not connected 
with the trust should be allowed to 
purchase nail making machines. To 
carry this threat into execution the 
trust made contracts with makers of 
wire nail machinery to the effect tbat 
no firm not a member of the trust 
should be famished with maohiuea. It 
was deulared in court that since the 
formation of the trust the price of 
wire nails had advanced over 300 per 
cent and that the trust had netted 
about $7,000,000 by the advance. 


The law partner of ex-President Har- 


rison, who represented 
the 
trust, 


maintained that the anti-trust law did 
not apply as Congress had no right to 
regulate private contracts within a 
State. He declared that If the mem- 
bers of the trust had entered into an; 
conspiracy it was simply a conspiracy 
to keep up the price of nails and if 
such a conspiracy interfered with In- 
terstate commerce it was an incident 
aud uot an object of the conspiracy. 


This nail trust is only one o! the 


many combinations formed to rob the 
people. 
There are hundreds of them 


from the gold trust down to the nail 
trust. 
The gold trust manages the 


fluancos of the Government aud the 
others charge home consumers much 
higher prices than they do foreign 
purchasers. 
The Government kindly 


fosters these combinations and in re- 
turn they contribute millions to the 
campaign fund of the party which as- 
sures them the greatest protection.

Heretofore the Chicago & Alton Com- 


pany employed their shopmen ten

WANTS THE ARMY INCREASED. 


In his annual report to the Secretary 


of War Major-General Nelson A. Miles, 
commanding the army, states that dar- 
ing the year the army has been called 
upon only to a limited extent to act 
against either Indians or bodies of men 
engaged in violating the laws of the 
United States, There were no railroad 
strikes of importance auJ consequently 
United Statea troops were not required 
to ran mall trains. Notwithstanding, 
however, that there was no use what- 
ever^ for troops in the last year, except 
for dress parade, General Miles wants 
the army increased. Though times are 
hard, and money scarce, and the ma- 
jority of the people flnd it difficult to 
pay taxes, the General commanding 
the army wants it increased. He does 
not care for expenses; he will be satis- 
fied if he only has more men to review. 
Tbat seems to be his great ambition, 
and although he is not a West Point 
aristocrat, as he did uot graduate at 
that military academy, he seems to be 
(mimed with the Idea that a large 
standing army, instead of being a 
menace to a government of tbe people, 
by the people, for the people, is essen- 
tial for the protection of the people 
from themselves. 


There never has been a time in the 


history of the country when an army 
waa required for the protection of the 
government tbat a call for volnntsers 
was not promptly responded to by tbe 
people, and under snch circumstances 
the necessity for Increasing the regular 
army to not apparent

Ordnance iiml Fortification*. 


WASHINGTON, November 18.—-The no- 


uual report of the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortifications, composed of Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles, Colonel Royal T. 
Pi-auk of the First Artillery, Colonel 
Peter C. Halnes of the Corps of En- 
gineers, Major Fbipps of the Ordnance 
Department, Captain J. C. Meyers and 
Representative J. H. Outhwaite, was 
made public to-day. It says: 


"Under the increased appropriations 


of the present 'fiscal year the work of 
placing our harbors in a proper state of 
defense is making good progress, and 
if only the same sums are appropriated 
annually for a few years, our principal 
ports will present a formidable front to 
an attacking fleet. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that even more liberal appropri- 
ations will be made in order that we 
should be ready for any emergency 
that might arise at any time. 


" In view of the present serious aspect 


of European politics, it is only com- 
mon prudence for this nation to be on 
its guard, for should a conflict arise we 
are liable to be embroiled with some 
power whose navy in the present con- 
dition of our coasts might destroy or 
exaot enormous ransoms from our. chief 
cities. 


"A war, if it comes at all, will come 


with no warning. China, with unde- j 
fended ports und an inadequate navy, 
was defeated in a few months. In tbd 
last war between the great military 
powers of Germany and France tlie 
surrender at Sedan occurred only forty 
days after the declaration of war. 


"The wars of nations odour in cycles 


of varying length, but seldom does a 
generation pass without a great con- 
flict. Already more than thirty years 
have elapsed since our last great war, 
and another may ROOD, if the past be a 
guide to the future, terminate one of 
the longest intervals of peace we have 
ever enjoyed. 


"Our engineer department ia ready 


with the most modern plans for forti- 
Ication, and our ordnance department 
s prepared with designs for guns and 
cartridges tbat are equal to any in the 
world. 
If Congress will but increase 


the appropriations to the capacity of 
those departments for useful 
and 


economical work it will not be long be- 
'ore our coasts are secure against the 
attack of foreign powers. An effective 
preparation for war is the best safe- 
guard against war." 


To the report is appended the report 


of the Board on Regulation of Sea 
Coast 
Artillery, which recommends 


that in the construction of batteries 
now being placed in position due con- 
sideration be given to the importance 
of providing for a system of Brecon- 
rol and communication between bat- 
teries, and for all other necessary ap- 
pliances, and that the appliances for 
bis system se provided at Fort Mon- 
roe, Fort Hancock and San Francisco 
larbor, where higher power guns, 
pneumatic guns and mortar batteries 
are now ia position or under construc- 
tion.
